Red army, Moscow reminded its 
fighters that winter “is the best 
time for outflanking movement, 
surprise raids, encirclement and 
annihilation of the enemy.” 

The Russians announced offi- 
cially early today they had linked 
their Cherkasy and Kremenchug 
bridgeheads on the west bank of 
the Middle Dnieper, completely 
clearing the Germans from a 65- 
mile stretch of vital territory. 

Several Sites Seized. 


“Southeast of Cherkasy our 
troops, continuing the offensive, 
captured several populated places 
and joined hands with groups op- 
erating west of the town of Krem- 
enchug,” said the Moscow mid- 
night communique, recorded by 
the Soviet monitor from a broad- 
cast. 

“Thus the right bank of the 
river Dnieper, from Kremenchug 
to Cherkasy, has been completely 
cleared from the German Fascist 
invaders.” 

Moscow said this offensive, pow- 
ered by perhaps 300,000 men, was 
using parachute troops on a large 
scale in its swift thrusts to engulf 
the big industrial targets of

Court Studies 
Baker Case 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 15.—() 
T. Hoyt Davis, U. S. district at- 
torney of Macon, Ga., argued be- 


fore the United States fifth cir- 
cuit court of appeals here today 
that three officers in Baker coun- 
ty, Georgia, deprived Robert Hall, 
Negro garage worker, of his con- 
stitutional rights by allegedly 
beating the prisoner to death last 
January. 

The hearing was held on an ap- 
peal by Sheriff M. Claude Screws, 
Special Deputy Jim Bob Kelley 
and a former Newton policeman, 
Frank Edward Jones, from their 
conviction in the middle Georgia 
district court on charges of violat- 
ing the civil liberties statue in 
connection with Hall’s death. 

Davis opposed appellants’ at- 


tacks on federal court jurisdiction 
on the ground that the officers | 
were acting for the state. He 
claimed they violated immunities | 
guaranteed the prisgner by the 
fourteenth amendment. 

“Acting for State.” | 

The prosecutor said that “even | 
though the sheriff went beyond) 
his duties he was still acting for | 
the state.” 

“When the states ratified the 
fourteenth amendment they dele- 
gated to congress and -the federal 
government the power to legis- 
late,” Davis argued. 

J. F. Kemp, Atlanta attorney 
representing Screws, attacked fed- 
eral court jurisdiction and declar- 
ed the case “is either a case of 
murder or justifiable homicide 
and should be tried in the state 
courts.” 

“The indictment charges the de- 
fendants with taking the life of 
the deceased without due process | 
of law,” Kemp said in his brief 
argument, “but the allegation 
amounts to nothing more than a 
charge that the defendants mur- 
dered the deceased.” 

The brief filed by the appel- 
lants on this point argued further: 
Further Arguments. 

“The mere allegations of the in- 
dictment to the effect that two of 
the defendants were state officers 
are not sufficient to charge that 
the deceased was deprived of his 
life by state action or that his 
death was sanctioned by the state. 
Clearly state action means some 
act by the legislative, executive or 
judicial department of the state.” 
The three officers, sentenced to 
three-year prison terms and fined 
$1,000 each, are at liberty under 

$7,500 bonds, 

The fatal injury was suffered 
by Hall when the officers sought 
to arrest him on a charge of steal- 
ing an automobile tire. 

Witnesses testified at the trial 
that the sheriff had threatened to 
kill Hall but Screws denied this 
statement and said he ordered 
Hall to be blackjacked after the 
latter had poked a shotgun out of 


an automobile. 


Federal Jurors Join 


Liquor Industry Quiz 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(AP)—A federal grand jury 
investigation was projected today into practices in the nation’s 
billion-dollar liquor industry, already under the scrutiny of 
Justice Department agents and a special senate committee. 


Subpoenas were issued for rec- 
ords of the “Big Four” distilleries, 
Hiram Walker & Sons, Inc., Jo- 
seph E. Seagram & Sons, Inc., 
National] Distillers Products Cor- 
poration and Schenley Distillers 
Corporation, returnable January 
6 to the regular District of Co- 
lumbia grand jury. 

Wendell Berge, assistant attor- 
ney general in charge of the anti- 
trust division, disclosed a month 
ago that the department had an 
inquiry under way. 

The distilleries named in the 
subpoenas were singled out recent- 
ly by Chairman Van Nuys, Demo- 
crat, Indiana, during hearings by 
his special senate committee set 
up to inquire into the liquor situ- 
ation. 

Van Nuys said his committee 
especially wanted to find out if 
there were monopolistic practices 
by the “Big Four.” There were 
contentions that the larger dis- 
tillers were buying up small con- 
cerns. 

The grand jury action contained 
indications that these angles were 
in the Justice Department’s mind. 
The subpoenas called specifically 
for the four distilleries to produce 
records showing: 

Ownership of stock in the com- 
panies as well as in subsidiaries, 
including wineries and breweries; 
involving purchases 


als, withholdings or private ra- 
tioning of liquors normally diis- 
tributed under established brand 
names; information on packaging 
and marketing, including the in- 
troduction or use of bottles known 
as “fifths” and “tenths” and elim- 
ination or restrictions on larger 
containers; methods of merchan- 
dising, and policing sales; agree- 
ments among the four concerns 
with respect to manufacture, dis- 
tribution and sale, and informa- 
tion on the amount of whisky, 
neutral spirits, alcohol and high

Basket Points 


The latest official explanation 
of what to do about ration points 
and Christmas baskets comes as 
follows from the OPA: 

To answer questions arising 
over OPA’s new point-free ruling 
on gifts of rationed foods and 
Christmas baskets, regional ration- 
ing officials have explained the 
new regulation thusly: 

Organizations which buy fra- 
tioned items for baskets must reg- 
ister as retailers with their ration 
board and acquire points with 
which to obtain rationed foods. 
They must also obtain points from 
persons to whom these baskets of 
food are given and accoynt to the 
board for all points received. 


However, individuals who buy 
rationed foods with stamps from 
their own ration books can give 
these foods to other consumers or 
turn foods over to organizations 
for baskets to be given to the 
needy. In such cases no sgur- 
render of points from the giver 
or recipient is required. 

Home-canned and home-slaugh- 
tered foods are not affected by 
the new ruling, and the previous 
regulations are still in existence 
for them. They are: Up to 50 
quarts of home-canned foods a 
year may be given point-free, and 
no meat which is home-slaugh- 
tered may be given witgout ex- 
change of ration points.

Cassady, appar- 
ently recognizing this, expressed 
the opinion that Rabaul will 
“make an excellent advance fleet 
base for us.” 

Saratoga’s Great Record. . 

Now on temporary duty in 
Washington, Cassady, of Spencer, 
Ind., told also of the record set 
in about a month by the Sara- 
toga, her planes and her escort- 
ing warships in destroying four 
enemy airfields, sinking two 
Japanese warships and damaging 
12 others, shooting down 25 
enemy planes and possibly 23 
others and destroying 24 Japa- 
nese planes on the ground. 

A large part of that destruc- 
tion was at Rabaul, but the task 
force struck also at Buka and 
Bonis airfields on Bougainville, 
at Nauru, important enemy’ base 
southwest of Tarawa, and at Ta- 
rawa_ itself where American 
troops drove the Japanese from 
the Gilbert islands after long and 
costly fighting.

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Senate Committee 
Favors Victory Tax 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(AP)—The Senate Finance 
Committee voted today to retain the present Victory tax 
rather than adopt alternate plans advanced by the House and 
Treasury Department for integrating it with the regular in- 


Then, in a two and a half hour 
open hearing which lasted well 
into the night, the committee 
heard: representatives of the dis- 
tiling industry oppose a proposal 
to cut the period that whisky may 
be held in bonded warehouses 
from eight to four years. 

Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, chief proponent of the 
new whisky tax, told them, how- 
ever: | 

“I’m not convinced by anything 
that has been said.” 

The house had voted to repeal’ 
the victory tax, taking up the 
slack by increasing the normal 
tax rate from 6 to 10 per cent, 
adjusting surtax schedules and im- 
posing a minimum tax of 3 per 
cent over new special exemptions 
to tap erstwhile victory taxpayers 
who otherwise would escape lia- 


bility. 


Victory Tax. 

The victory tax, imposed at the 
beginning of 1943, is a special 5 
per cent levy on net income above 
$624 a year. Under a revision of 
the law, however, the tax is with- 
held only at the rate of 3 per 
cent, to discount certain postwar 
credits. 

Seven spokesmen for distillery 
interests appeared in opposition 
to the projected cut in the whisky 
bond period. The substance of 
their arguments was that distillers 
would be presented with a heavy 
financial burden in paying the 
tax, that brand names of estab- 
lished mature whiskies would lose 
their value, and that not much 
additional liquor would become 
available to consumers. 

Senator George said 70 per cent 
of all whisky sold since repeal was 
four years old or younger, and 
reiterated-that in the long run the 
consumer will pay the tax about 
which the distillers complained. 

He added that he had received 
many complaints, particularly 
from Georgia, that most of the 
whisky offered for sale now is 
“raw and green.” 

Treasury’s Advice. 
The Treasury had advised sena- 
tors to retain the 3 per cent Vic- 
tory tax in its present form rather 
than undertake to substitute a 
new “minimum tax” on persons in 
low income brackets. 

In a statement issued after the 
finance committee had _ . over- 
whelmingly rejected an alternate 
plan advanced by the Treasury, 
Randolph Paul, Treasury general 
counsel, declared: » 

“The minimum tax endangers 
the collection of more than $17,- 
000,000,006 from over 50,000,000 
taxpayers throughout the income 
scale.” 

Arguments. 

His argument was that the Vic- 
tory tax is less complicated than 
the minimum tax system voted by 
the house; that the Victory tax 
returns will have to be made next 
March anyway for 1943 income, 
and that introduction of a new 
type of ‘levy applicable to 1944 
advance declarations would lead 
to “confusion and misunderstand- 
ing” among the taxpayers. 

The house solution of the prob- 
lem of integrating the Victory tax 
with the regular income tax levy 
was to provide that no taxpayer 


‘should pay less than 3 per cent 


on his net income in excess of a 
special exemption. The exemption 
would be $500 for a single per- 
son, $700 for a married person, 
and $100 credit for each de- 
pendent. 

The Treasury plan was to low- 
er the married exemption from 
$1,200 to $1,100, cut the credit for 
dependents from $350 to $300, 
leave the $500 single person’s ex- 
emption untouched, and let the 
regular income tax rates prevail.

That, gentlemen, is the 
pinbone-porterhouse. 

“And that is what I sold 
lady.”

Southern Democrats 


Get Bid To Join GOP 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(AP)—The. bitter political dis- 
pute over the service vote bill flared in the senate again 
today with a Republican inviting southern Democrats to join 
the GOP in fighting a fourth term, and a western Democrat 
replying that the opposition is “afraid” of President Roosevelt 


as a candidate. 

Seventy - two-year-old Senator 
Moore, of Oklahoma, a lifelong 
Democrat until he ran in 1942 as 
a Republican to defeat former 
Senator Josh Lee, a New Dealer. 
touched a match to the powder 
keg by calling unconstitutional 
the administration’s rejected plan 
for federal supervision of absentee 
voting by service personnel. 

Charging that the bill would 
have left the election machinery 
finally in the hands of President 
Roosevelt who “presumably will 
be a candidate to succeed him- 
self,” Moore urged southern Dem- 
ocrats to join in an _ alliance 
against a fourth term. 

Leaping to his feet after Moore 
had concluded a lengthy attack 
on the New Deal, Senator Lucas, 
Democrat, Illinois, challenged 


what he said was Moore’s conten- 


tion that the White House “palace 
guard” had had a hand in draft- 
ing the vote legislation. 

“The Republicans are constant- 
ly condemning the fourth term,” 
Lucas shouted. “Why? Are you 
afraid of the President? If the 
fourth term jig is up, as you say, 
you ought to welcome his run- 
ning.” 

Moore, recalling his days as a 
Democrat, condemned the 1940 
Democratic convention at which 
he said he was a “helpless dele- 
gate.” 

“T meekly submit to the distin- 
guished senators from Virginia, 
North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina that they should join an alli- 
ance that could be made effective 
against a repetition of such tyran- 
ny.” Moore asserted. 

His invitation thus was ad- 
dressed primarily to Senators 
Bailey, Democrat, North Carolina, 
Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, and 
Smith, Democrat, South Carolina. 
Bailey told the senate last week 
that southern Democrats might 
form an independent party, and 


Byrd was equally indignant after 
Senator Guffey, Democrat, Penn- 
sylvania, charged that the south- 
erners had joined in “an unholy 
alliance” with Republicans to re- 
ject the service vote plan and 
substitute state controls. 

Smith seconded Bailey’s sugges- 
tion and called on the south to 
support Byrd as a_ presidential 
candidate. 

Moore said he personally did 
not want the administration to 
have any control of the service- 
men’s voting machinery because 
“T share a distrust, with millions 
of others, of the honesty and in- 
tegrity of the New Deal adminis- 
tration.” 

Lucas Is Cautioned. 

To that, Lucas retorted that the 
Oklahoman was “hiding behind 
the constitution” and doesn’t want 
the soldiers to vote. 

Senator White, of Maine, the 
acting Republican leader, objected 
at this point that the Illinois sen- 
ator was “impugning the motives 
of the senator from Oklahoma,” 
and Senator McClellan, Democrat, 
Arkansas, who was presiding, cau- 
tioned Luca$ about his remarks. 

Lucas said Moore might some 
day find himself running against 
a war veteran who had been de- 
nied an opportunity to vote in the 
presidential election. 

“Some one-armed man from 
Italy will be running against you 
in the next vesanit~ poe he said.

What are the functions of the Christian 
church in the world today? 

The National Council of the Protestant 
Episcopal church asked that question of two 
men, President Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Wendell Willkie. Their replies are interesting. 

Said the President: “To minister to the sol- 
dier who lies wounded and eager for the sight 
of home, to offer the consolations of religion 
to the dying—these have been, and still are 
the holy privileges of the chaplain. To main- 
tain a high resolve on the home front—a re- 
solve based on spiritual values both on the 
field of battle and in the councils of peace— 
this has been, and still is, the supreme duty 
of the church militant.” 

Said Mr. Willkie: “The church today has 
an unexcelled opportunity to exercise and de- 
velop leadership through both its clergy and 
laymen because new patterns of human con- 
duct will be measured and established after 
the war. Particularly in the treacherous, de- 
graded, allied fields of race hatred and na- 
tional meglomania—dual philosophies antipa- 
thetic to all. religious teachings—the church 
must lead a ceaseless, victorious fight for 
justice, moral and social.” 

So think two of the nation’s leaders on the 
duty of the church in this period of war. 

Whatever one may think of those answers, 
there can. be no dissent from the President’s 
general message to the council. 

“In these days of struggle which try every 
soul and every institution and every tradition, 
we are all in desperate need of a light that is 
not of man. May God grant that the church 
will not fail in providing that light in our 
present darkness.” 

To that one and all may say, “Amen.”

A Fulton county grand jury has begun 
investigation of gangster-like tactics in the 
local truck strike. 

Gunmen in three passenger cars attacked 
drivers of three trucks, firing at the trucks and 
endangering the lives of passers-by.

Civilian Goods 

It is quite possible that 1944 may see some 
electric irons, refrigerators and washing ma- 
chines manufactured for civilian use. Other 
“essential” goods may also be produced. 

The reason: The over-all industrial pic- 
ture is undergoing a change. It is not possible 
to anticipate the changes which new tech- 
niques, new inventions, and new discoveries 
will make. At present small arms production is 
being cut. back. The new anti-tank weapon 
is so good we now are cutting down on tank 
orders. Orders for other equipment, necessary 
six months ago but now obsolete, are being 
cancelled. It is expected that some aluminum, 
now that production is at a peak, can be chan- 
neled into civilian production. There isn’t any 
surplus steel as yet because of the tremendous 
demand for sheetings and plates. That picture 
may change. ° 

At any rate, there is hope for some civilian 
goods in 1944. The change-over will be dif- 
ficult to work out, but it will be done.

Unpleasant Preview 

Any motorist with enough gas and little 
enough foresight to endeavor to drive to town 
this week has been given a very unpleasant 
foretaste of what Atlanta’s traffic conditions 
will be like once the war is over and rationing 
restrictions lifted.

Only by elimi- 
nating as many as possible will one be able to 
make any progress at all on the streets of post- 
war Atlanta. 


Diversification in Grady 

There was an editorial here the other day 
praising the example set by prosperous Col- 
quitt county in the diversification of farm 
crops. 

Colquitt county’s record annual farm in- 
come of eleven million, we pointed out, comes 
from an almost infinite variety of crops. And 
cotton, once the biggest money crop by far, 
brought in less than a fourth of the total. 

Now, however, comes an ardent booster of 
equally-prosperous Grady county to show that 
ot its crop total of $9,020,000 to date, only $125,- 
000—or less than one seventieth—comes from 
the sale of cotton and cottonseed. 

Moreover, Grady, he insists, has shown both 
initiative and enterprise in developing such 
items as cane syrup, pickles; garden seed, and 
tung oil into real revenue producers. These, of 
course, in addition to such prosaic products as 
peanuts, livestock, pecans, tobacco, poultry, 
corn, dairy products, naval stores, sweet po- 
tatoes and nursery stock. 

In addition, enthusiastic residents of Pu- 
laski, Cook and Seminole counties have written 
in to say ... but enough of this. It matters 
not which county actually pioneered in the 
realms of diversification or which, for that 
matter, is doing the best job of it at present. 
The main thing is that diversification of crops 
is now an actuality in virtually every county 
in Georgia, that farmers are finally utilizing 
this only practical approach to the problems 
inherent in a one-crop economy. 

What matters who came first, so long as all 
at last have seen the light.

Once delivered, the donor hurried away from 
the scene of poverty, shuddering a bit at the 
sight of the.dirt and starkness of poverty; re- 
volted a bit by the thin children with running 
noses and ragged, inadequate clothing. 

The donor hurried back home filled with 
satisfaction and with a sense of duty well met. 
The poverty, dirt, hunger and pitiful children 
had been nullified by a Christmas basket con- 
taining a hen, a pound of butter, a few cans of 
vegetables, a stalk of or so of celery and maybe 


For the entire year the donor of the baskets could sleep well, 
secure and contented that the admonition of the lowly Nazarene 
to care for the poor had.been met. 


I am quite sure that when many of these reported at St. Peter’s 
gate and were told to take the escalator marked “Down,” they 
never guessed it was because they permitted a few Christmas 
baskets to generate so many self-righteous thoughts about them- 
selves while misery and want flourished all around them, 


I can hear them now, as the escalator starts down, shouting: 
“You can’t do this to me! I gave out Christmas baskets to the poor 
every year!” 


And I can hear St. Peter shout back, “There are 365 days in the 
year and, anyhow, man is not saved by bread alone!” 


OPPORTUNITIES '~ We of The Constitution used to go in for 
the basket idea. It did provide food for 
one day. 

One day a young lady came around and said: “Look, here is a 
family that has had a lot of bad luck. It isn’t down and out. But 
it soon will be. If we can get just $12 a month for a year that 
family will get back on its feet and become a useful member of 
the community.” 


Well, we got up the $12 a month. The father got the medical 
treatment he needed. There was a little food every day, rather 
than a feast for one day. The children stayed in school. The mother 
worked and supplemented. the $12 a month and, sure enough, at 
the end-of the year the father was on his feet and at work and 
the family was doing fine. 

If we had not, the father likely would have died, the children 
would have been out of school and in an institution, and the family 
overwhelmed. 


That .sold us on the idea of “The Opportunities.” 

That year a generous public helped us take care of 10 such fami- 
lies, all. selected as real “Opportunities.” 

And, wonder of wonders, before the year was done seven of 
the families were on their feet and there was money to help four 
other families.

They are opportunities which takes a family out of charity and 
restores it to a real position in life, where the children stay in 
school and where the family is retained as a self-supporting unit.

A mar- 
ried daughter helps a little. There are two young children. 

Even so, with the doctor’s bills and the special diet, they are 
in trouble. They need just $11 a month for a few months to balance 
their budget, 

There is another family with three children. The father left 
them. He went off to a war job and they can’t trace him. The 
wife is 24 years old. The youngest child is eight months. 

The wife is a decent, brave person. She can’t leave the chil- 
dren to go to work. She wants to take training so she can earn 
enough to support them. She is a sensible, hard-working woman 
with ambition and hope. To keep them together will require $50 
a month for one year. 

So the stories go—they are all really opportunities. 

Let your group, your club, your association, take an “Oppor- 
tunity” so that the voyage of some family’s life will be not bound 
Your money will actually solve one of 
the many problems of poverty, sickness and bad luck. There are 
365 days. And the good done by your giving will be a warmth 
in your heart each of those days.

dim light on the tracks until he saw 
the very faint light which located the Bear and Billet pub. There 
he turned right, still following the rails. A little further on he 
could discern the ghostly silhouette of the Crown and Thistle pub, 
which called for a left turn. Then on until he reached the White 
Swan pub, where he turned left—still following the rails—and one

? WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—[If 
SECRET WEAPON FLOF: Allied intelligence sources can 


be trusted, the Germans are not having much luck in perfecting 
the vaunted new secret weapon with which they have been threat- 
ening the destruction of London for lo these many weeks. 
According to the best information our mili- 
tary leaders have been able to develop, a num- 
ber of things have gone wrong with the new 
weapon to delay its introduction. It was orig: 
inally scheduled for use long before now. The 
Germans themselves have admitted that much, 
although they have made no satisfactory ex- 
planation of why it has not yet been brought into 
action. 
We do now know, however, that the Germans 
have been making intensive experiments with a 
new type of rocket gun which they believed to 
be capable of destroying London from positions 
across the English channel along the coast of 
France. And we have not relied on Berlin prop- 
aganda broadcasts to give us any details in the 
matter. 
For some weeks now the Germans, after each 
major British or American air raid on cities of 
the Reich, have threatened dire reprisals against London with a 
new secret weapon which they claimed they were prepared to in- 
troduce. Hitler himself in his most recent speech made reference 
to the weapon. He made some statement to the effect that while . 
American cities were beyond his reach, the German people could 
be thankful to the fates for the development of a weapon which 
placed the British capital within range of destruction. 

The truth of it is that the Germans announced the weapon 
prematurely. They thought it was already for use before some of 
its greatest flaws were discovered. Installations had already been 
made in underground passages along the French coast and every- 
thing was all set for its introduction when the first boastings ap 
peared from Berlin on what it was supposed to do. 

Then things began to go wrong. Since then the Germans have 
been forced to keep up the refrain as a part of the battle of nerves. 
But what we know of their efforts and their experiments has tended 
to reassure the British people. It is enough to say that no mass 
evacuation of London has been started yet, as was undertaken in 
Berlin after the recent RAF raids on that city. 


GLORIFIED BAZOOKA Army ordnance experts, who have 


been furnished all the information 
Allied intelligence sources have been able to develop on the new 
weapon, describe it as a sort of glorified bazooka, the new type of 
rocket gun which our own forces have employed with telling effect 
against German tanks. It is said to be fired and propelled on the 
same principle, « ; ae 

Various reports have it as a rotket shell weighing up to 12 tons, 
with a theoretical range of 160 miles. The Germans are reported 
to have built underground catapults, powered by both electricity 
and steam, for use along the French coast against Allied invasion 
preparations, as well as against London, 

But all save two tons of the gross weight of the shell is said 
to be required for the rocket propulsion apparatus and fuel, leaving 
only the equivalent of a two-ton blockbuster for demolition pur- 
poses after the projectile lands. The shell is reported to contain 
ti tig of compressed nitric acid, giving it a terrific explosive 
effect. 

Why the British have not been terribly concerned is the in- 
formation gained through intelligence sources that the performance 
of the weapon has been exceedingly erratic. We know, for reasons 
that cannot be revealed, that several of the Nazi guns have blown 
up during experiments, killing their entire crews and completely 
wrecking the installations. Others, instead of showing a range of 
160 miles, have projected shells for no more than 35 or 40 miles. 

Their aim has been very poor. So far there has been no ade 
quate assurance of the Germans being able to hit a target of the 
size of London, even if everything else worked according to 
schedule. 


EFFECTIVENESS MINIMIZED Because of the delay in 

bringing it out, and the 
number of flaws which are known ‘to have developed in its opera- 
tion, the British are beginning to doubt that anything of the kind 
will ever be effectively introduced. 

At most, they somehow feel, it will have no more of a nuisance 
value than the long-range guns which the Germans used on Paris 
from a distance of some 75 miles in the last war. That would be 
in no sense comparable to the devastation which British and Amer- 
ican air forces are capable of wreaking on German cities -from a 
single 1,000-plane raid, such as those conducted against Berlin and 
other cities of the Reich in recent months. 

Whether the Germans are able to produce an effective innova- 
tion of the sort remains to be seen. Many informed persons are 
beginning to doubt it. If they had any assurance of the weapon 
working, it would seem that they would do less talking about it 
and wait for its performance to speak for itself. Nations at war 
don’t usually advertise their secret weapons in advance. The ele 
ment of surprise is lost, and counter-measures are invited. 

What the Germans may be doing, therefore, is to try to soften 
the air blows we are now directing at the Reich. They may be 
hoping to call a halt in the air war by threatening terrible re 
prisals against London. 

But the British, it may be stated, have no intention of letting 
up in the aif attacks on Germany, even if the total destruction 
of London is the price they will have to pay. Even if the much- 
touted secret weapon is later perfected to everyting claimed for it 
by the Nazis, it will still fall far short of the destructive power of 
a superior air force we have been able to build up for use against 
them. 

And the worst is yet to come.

Kukris Behind the Nazi Lines Provided Lait’s Action Moment 


By GEORGE LAIT, 
INS correspondent with the British 
Eighth Army. 

It would naturally be supposed 
that one’s most thrilling adven- 
ture in World War II would con- 
cern hurtling planes, superbombs, 
juggernaut tanks, rapid-fire guns 
or some other similar ultra-mod- 
ern devices of death and destruc- 
tion. 

But not in the case of this cor- 
respondent, for the greatest thrill 
I experienced saw no up-to-date 
weapons employed, but involved 
solely the ancient boomerang- 
shaped kukris (native knives) of 
the famous night fighters of the 
2d Gurkha Regiment. The heads 
of some members of Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s Afrika Korps 
likewise were concerned, but that 
in its due place.

Tito Repels Germans. 


Yugoslav Partisans of Marshal 
Josip Broz (Tito) were reported 
to have turned back one wing of 
the new Nazi offensive in Bosnia 
and to have recaptured the island 
of Uljan, which lies just off the 
Adriatic coast between Split and 
Fiume. Marshal Broz thanked the 
Allied air force for its assistance. 

Even as Germany was reported 
moving air-borne troops to hold 
Bulgaria in line, the Berlin radio 
declared in a broadcast last night 
intended to stiffen the home front 
that “Bulgaria will not quit.” 

Bomb-shaken Sofia was describ- 
ed in a broadcast DNB dispatch, 


trecorded by the British ministry 


of information as calm. It said 
the nation was “certain to con- 
tinue to fight at the side of the 
Reich, although the temperature 
has risen in the last few days on 
account of air raids.” 

On the other side of the ledger, 
Germany’s vitriolic propaganda 
minister, Paul Joseph Goebbels, 
has exhorted. his -propaganda 
chiefs to a policy of defiance for 
1944, declaring the Allies nave 
“no other way out but to seek 
a decision by making a desperate 
attempt at invading the continent.” 


The Berlin radio said that in 
issuing his orders for next year 
Goebbels predicted Tuesday any 
such invasion attempt would cost 
the Allies “a high toll in blood,” 
and he said that there is no 
doubt of the outcome “after Dun- 
kirk and Dieppe.” 

He indirectly admitted the Al- 
lied air offensive was hurting the 
Reich,- complaining of the “bru- 
tal ferocity” of “the enemy’s air 
terror.” 

Sees “Glorious Chapter.” 


But, he déclared, “once final 
victor yis won, the suffering and 
need which the enemy has caused 
us soon will be overcome. There 
remain for future history only the 
way in which we defend our 
freedom. In these weeks and 
months we will write a glorious 
chapter of our history.” 

“There is no doubt that both 
the front and the home front dur- 
ing the year now coming to a 
close had to bear a heavy load,” 
Goebbels went on in his survey 
of the year at a meeting of his 
chiefs. 

He acknowledged the German 
people had sustained “wounds 
and scars during the past few 
months” but were steadfast and 
ready for “final decisions.” He 
said that while German soldiers 
“are making void all enemy at- 
tempts to destroy us,” the home 
front was standing fast in the

The 
boy stood up and _ surrendered 
because his rifle was under him 
and he couldn’t get to it to shoot. 
There were Germans all around 
us and I looked back over my 
shoulder and one had a bead on 
me. So I stood up, and so did 
Corporal Jack Cossat, of Fort 
Worth, who was the other man 
with me, 


Germans “Nice” to Them. 


“The Germans took our rifles 
and ammunition but they left us 
our food and candy and stuff and 
they led us back a ways to a little 
clay and rock house that looked 
like a chicken house. They treated 
us nicer than we expected. 

“They left one man t@& guard us 
and we broke out our rations and 
started to eat when one of our 
mortars that had got on the beach 
dropped ae shell close to this 
house. So we decided we had bet- 
ter lie down, 

“Then there was another big ex- 
plosion and my arms felt numb. I 
saw the German guard take off, 
running, with blood coming out of 
his mouth, and when the dust set- 
tled I saw Cossat was hit in the 
legs and this other boy was lying 
there like he was asleep. I didn’t 
see any wounds on him so I 
thought he was just knocked out. 
I shook him and called him and 
tried to bring him to, but he was 
dead. 


German Medico Helpless. 


“Then a German medico came 
and looked at Cossat’s broken leg, 
but he didn’t have any stuff to fix 
it with so he went away. That left 
us alone. After a while I got up 
and walked back to the beach and 
got with our own troops and told 
them to go get Cossat. They gave 
me some shots to keep my wound 
from hurting and sent me out to 
the ship. The next day we went 
back to Africa. 

“On the way, the Germans 
bombed our ship and they loaded 
us all on litters, ready to take us 
off if the ship was hit, but the 
bombs missed. 

“Cossat came back on another 
ship and was in the same ward 
with me. He was doing fine when 
I left him at Oran. I don’t know 
what ever became of the body of 
the boy that nig killed.”

The national penal director had 
his first conference with Governor 
Arnall yesterday, and pledged all 
possible aid of his department to 
Georgia’s reform program.

CAIRO.—The smell of Cairo—¢cities,

To make a long story short, Cobb went into second and 
was called out. He scooped up a handful of dirt and threw 
it into Pfirfman’s face. 

Pfirfman ordered him out of the game, but Cobb wouldn’t go. 
Not even Veach, Heilman and Collins could persuade him. 

Well, the upshot was that Pfirfman appea ed to Johnson, the 
umpire-in-chief. Cobb had hired Johnson at $450 for the series, 
and all expenses. Johnson knew he would be fired. 

All that ran through his mind as he started for left field. 

“Mr. Cobb,” Steamboat began, “you have been ordered out of 
the game by Pfirfman (pronounced Furman) and you must leave 
the field.” 

Cobb, using choice language, demanded to know what 
Steamboat had to do about it. Steamboat responded that 
since he had used that language he now had a leg to stand on. 
“If you are not gone or if you haven’t made an effort to go by 

the time I get back to the plate, the game will be forfeited to 
St. Louis, 9 to 0.” 

Steamboat walked back to the plate, turned around and Cobb 
was still there. 

“TI forgot dignity and even shaded my eyes to make sure he 
was still there. Then I announced the game was forfeited.” 

Fans poured out of grandstand and bleachers, Steamboat re- 
ported. Cobb came running in and manhandled Pfirfman. Steam- 
boat and Pfirfman kept walking toward the clubhouse. The crowd 
milled around. 

“I noticed on top of a roof that a fellow was up there 
holding a large block of ice with a pair of tongs. I kept 
wondering if I walked by there whether or not he’d let it 
go. Well, the crowd miraculously divided as I walked by 
there. The big block of ice fell just in front of me. 

“It took us almost two hours to reach the dressing room. Later 
Cobb called the hotel to tell me I was fired. That same night he 
called to say he had changed his mind. I had a contract. I went 
on with the tour, but to this day Cobb has never spoken to me,”

CHICAGO, Dec. .15.—(4)—They had to use a ruler to determine 
who won the 1943 National Football League ball-carrying champion- 
ship—and the winner was Bill Paschal, New York Giants’ rookie full 
back, who edged out Phil-Pitt’s Jack Hinkle by a scant yard. 


Paschal, the former Georgia 
Tech freshman star and product 
of Atlanta Tech High, piled up 
92 yards Sunday as the Giants sur- 
prised the Washington Redskins, 
31-7, and accumulated a total of 
572 in 147 attempts as the regular 
pro season ended. The blond blitz 
thus used the Redskins as a handy 
stepping stone to the title, gain- 
ing 280 yards through them in his 
last two games. 


GREAT RUNNING. 

His running contributed greatly 
to Washington's two successive de- 
feats by New York which have 
thrown the two teams into a play: 
off Sunday for the eastern divi- 
sion crown and the right to meet 
the Chicago Bears for the nation- 
al championship December 26 in 
Chicago.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(4)— 
The dwindling supply of new au- 
tomobiles in the nation’s ration 
pool] today resulted in a tighten- 
ing of eligibility requirements. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, in new restrictions effective 
December 20, raised from 40,000 
to 60,000 the minimum mileage an

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(#)— 
There will be no conscription of 
the nation’s women to meet nurs- 
ing needs of the armed forces, said 
Representative Frances’ Bolton, 
Republican, Ohio, today after con- 
ferences with War Department of- 
ficials. 

Mrs. Bolton, author of recently 
enacted legislation providing for a 
volunteer nurse program, said she 
sought the Army’s views as a re- 
sult of widespread reports that the 
drafting of women nurses was 
being considered. 

Before the conscription of 
nurses could be resorted to, she 
pointed out, it would be necessary 
for congress to enact legislation 
permitting the drafting of all 
women because, she said, “you 
cannot draft one group of women 
without wean es, pe groups.”
